proposed issue of stamps 
commemorating the completion of 
the series of Locks being construc- 
ted by the United States Army 
Engineers on the Ohio River. 
President-elect Hoover ought to be 
strong for these “Engineers” 
stamps. 

“Issuance of a special series of 
United States postage stamps to 
commemorate the completion of 
locks and dams in the Ohio river, 
as suggested by the “Waterways 
Journal” of St. Louis, was indorsed 
by Captain A. O. Ackard, general 
superintendent of river transpor- 
tation for the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany yesterday. He said nothing 
else could bring the fact of a 
canalized stream more to the at- 
tention of the general public than 
the issuance of such a series of 
stamps. 

The completion of these locks 
and dams in a 1,000-mile stretch 
of a river, the captain continued, 
is the greatest engineering achieve- 
ment and the most important in 
the country today and will be a 
lasting monument to the corps of 
engineers, United States army, 
under whose guidance the work 
was started and brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. Captain Ack- 
ard believes that this matter should 
be brought to the attention of the 





Postoffice authorities through the 
representatives and senators from 
every state that borders on the 
Ohio river. 

He promised his support to that 
extent that he will assist in this 
enterprise to such an extent that 
the stamps, if issued, will be ready 
in time for their sale when these 
locks and dams will be opened 
officially with a steamboat parade 
some time this year. 

It was suggested that the 1-cent 
green stamp should bear a photo- 
graph of a Pittsburgh towboat 
with either a tow of steel or coal; 
the 2-cent stamp should have a 
picture of a river packet steamer 
and the 5-cent variety should have 
the picture of a modern lock and 
dam.”’—Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. 


More News on The Clark Stamps 


Mr. E. W. Determann of Vin- 
cennes, Indiana, sends us further 
information on the George Rogers 
Clark stamps. A clipping from the 
Vincennes Sun states that the 
stamps will be sold only at Vin- 
cennes on the first day, February 
25. We understand that the Agency 
at Washington will not supply 
them on this date. 

This new stamp is the first that 
has ever been issued to honor an 
Indiana event. Through the efforts 
of Mr. Determann, the Chamber of 
Commerce of Vincennes has taken 
it upon themselves to sponsor his 
plan to have the Air Mail planes 
pick up mail at Vincennes on the 


date of issue. Postmaster W. M. 
Willmore and Assistant Postmaster 
T. M. Jackson are trying to ar- 
range with officials at Washing- 
ton for this service. Already col- 
lectors are flooding the Chamber 
of Commerce and the postmaster 
with letters for these stamps. 


New Italian Stamps 


Mr. Maurice Nathanson, of At- 
lantic City, N. J., sends us a clip- 
ping regarding new stamps for 
Italy. We quote from the news- 
paper as follows: 

“By recent royal decree new 
types of special delivery stamps 
are authorized, costing 1.25 lire 
within the kingdom and 2.50 for 
abroad. For “pneumatic” delivery 
in cities, new issues of 15 and 35 
centesimi denominations will be 
gotten out.” 

With the recent issue of Spain 
showing a picture of the Pope of 
Rome it would seem probable that 
Italy would next issue stamps 
showing his holiness.

CThe Passing of &mil CFuchs 


Famed cArtist Who Designed The King 


Edward Stamps and Coins

EATING himself on 

( a baleony in _ his 

studio apartment in 

the Hotel Des Ar- 

tists, 1 West 67th 

Street, New York 

City, with the accumulated treas- 

ures of nearly fifty years as a mas- 

ter artist spread before him, Emil 

Fuchs, world-famous sculptor and 

painter, committed suicide on Sun- 

day, January 13th, because, strick- 

en with cancer, he felt that there 
was no help for him. 

The artist is said to have under- 
gone an operation for cancer last 
June, but failed to obtain the re- 
lief he had sought. 

Emil Fuchs early in his career 
attracted the notice of the Prince 
of Wales and they became fast 
friends. When the Prince ascend- 
ed the throne and became King 
Edward VII, he expressed to the 
Royal Academy the wish that the 
young artist might be elected an 
associate, which the academy failed 
to do. 

His Majesty showed his displeas- 
ure at this when he visited the an- 
nual academy exhibition at Burl- 
ington House in 1904. A little 
while before the King was expected 
a gentleman arrived, his breast 
glittering with orders, and an- 
nounced that he had been com- 
manded to wait upon His Majesty. 

This was Emil Fuchs, and when 
the King arrived he immediately 


took his arm and, completely ig- 
noring the assembled academicians, 
strolled round the galleries lean- 
ing on the arm of the snubbed ar- 
tist. 


Emil Fuchs was born in Vienna 
on August 9, 1866. Even as a boy 
he found his diversion in drawing 
and painting, in modeling things 
in clay, in writing verses and in 
music. So thoroughly was his life 
devoted to art and the finer pas- 
sions that Mr. Fuchs never mar- 
ried. 

Emil Fuchs was the artist cre- 
ator of the stamps and coins of 
the King Edward VII regime, and 
through his fine work in this con- 
nection endeared himseif to phila- 
telists the world over. 


During the fevered period of the 
World War, it became impossible 
for an Austrian to remain in Lon- 
don and Mr. Fuchs migrated to 
the United States and continued 
in New York the success he had 
founded in London, Amazingly fer- 
tile, facile in all mediums, examples 
of his work were always to be 
found along Fifth Avenue, in the 
galleries. Four years ago he took 
out papers and became an Ameri- 
an citizen. 


Emil Fuchs designed the grand 
trophy for the International Phila- 
telic Exhibition held in New York 
in October, 1925.

HE “Message of Post- 

age Stamps” is a 

story of mankind. 

For postage stamps 

pictorially and by 

inference, and in ar- 
ray they tell us the story of civi- 
lization. It is not solely from com- 
memorative postage stamps that 
this tale is told, for commemo- 
rative stamps date only to the year 
925, when the famous Rhineland 
was annexed to Germany, celebrat- 
ed by a 1925 issue of German 
stamps. So we turn to those furth- 
er postage stamps which picture 
for us this history, and we find 
that the story of Ancient Egypt is 
suggested. 

Perhaps the first noticeable mon- 
uments seen when we land in the 
country of the Nile, are the pyra- 
mids and sphynxes. We likewise 
note that these dominate as stamp- 
ic subjects. We may even locate by 
postage stamp, the most famous 
of the pyramids, that at Gizeh and 
so named. The first Egyptian 
stamps appeared in 1866; and a 
year later the pyramid and sphynx 
is for the first time illustrated on 
its stamps. These are the main 
designs until 1906, when a further 
series appears that presents to us 
other famous ancient statuary. We 
find the Colossi of Thebes there; 
two giant stone statues, and may 
from such postage adhesives begin a 
study of architecture which had a 
beginning in Egypt. We discover 
that this first architecture was a 
little stilted, the figures usually 
massive; but we must remember 
that stone is not an easy subject to 
chisel in. The pyramid of Gizeh 
appears on the 1906 issue, the 4 
milliemes value. 






fF | 
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The 100 M value shows us rock 
temples at Abu Sinud, with addi- 
tional stone statuary, parts of it 
decayed and broken, as the result 
of centuries of existence. On this 





series we even find a view of the 
Nile, on which are sailing native 
boats. 

The most historic issue of this 
series is the 20 Milliemes value, 
which shows us the arch of what 
was once the Temple at Luxor, 
probably built by Pharoh Rameses 
IV. It is one of the architectural 
marvels of the ancient world. 

The 2 M value of the 1906 series 
suggests to us the religion of the 
ancients of the Nile, showing the 
likeness of the Goddess Isis. Isis, 
Osirus (or Amen Ra) and Horus 
compose the Egyptian religious 
trinity, a holy conception that has 
been followed by most of the great 
religions since! 

And then we come upon (series 
1921-22) a statute of Rameses II, 
that Pharoah who ruled while the 
Israelites were in Egypt. He con- 
jures up many Biblical tales which 
the philatelist may tell to curious 
listeners. Other pharoahs make 
their stampic appearance, with such 
as Amenhotep (statistical congress 
issue of 1927). 

And we have the ships of ancient 
Egypt, as shown on the Navigation 
Congress Postage Stamps of 1926, 
ships of strange form, with sail 
almost the whole length of the 
craft, and oars to pilot it in addi- 
tion. In such a ship Cleopatra 
must have gone forth to meet Mare 
Anthony; with such ships did 
Egypt carry on war and _ trade 
with its neighbors in Africa and 
Asia Minor. 

In those days the world was 
small, and communication and trav- 
el slow. Men believed in super- 
human beings, represented in the 
mythologies written in those days, 
and in terrible creatures which we 
call dragons. On Armenian post- 
age stamps we find examples of 
sculpture at Ani, represented by 
huge winged dragon-birds. Such 
creatures (with two bird’s feet on 
the 1921 issue, 20,000 rubles value, 
and with four feet on the 2 R. val- 
ue), were sincerely believed to in- 
habit part of the world. 

From stamps, therefore, we be- 
gin the history of man, which we 
are to follow throughout all the 
ages in which he has lived. It is 
a classic story, represented by col- 
orful bits of papers, and the stamp 
collector has at his disposal evi- 
dences enough to make him one of 
the most renowned of story-tellers!

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CThe Perforation Question 


Last week we printed some com- 
ments on perforations on current 
U. S. stamps by Major Ralph A. 
Kimble of Chicago. Major Kimble 
has sent us two perforation guages 
that he has been using for many 
years. Both of these guages are 
of the standard brand as sold and 
supplied by the Scott Stamp & 
Coin Company and both of the 
guages show that the perforations 
on the current U. S. stamps of the 
2c variety are 11%x10% instead 
of 11x10% as listed by Scott. We 
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sent Major Kimble a supply of our 
guages which we illustrate here- 
with for comparison. Our guages 
show the perforations as Scott 
lists them. We should be glad to 
have collectors check up on the 
guages they are using and find 
if they agree with the gauge illus- 
strated. 

Major Kimble says, “I am en- 
closing two of the Scott guages, 
one that I have had for about nine 
years, the other recently purchased. 
They both agree with each other, 
but according to them the present 
horizontal perforations on the 1 to 
10 cent Rotary print are 11% in- 
stead of 11. Check me up and see 
if that is not correct. 

“This is just a matter of aca- 
demic interest I know, but to those 
who are using Scott’s guages it 
might lead to false conclusions. 
Personally I do not know what to 
think.” 

We can come to but one con- 
clusion. The guages that are sup- 
plied by Scott are inaccurate at 
least in the instance here noted. 
It would seem that these guages 
have been inaccurate for years and 
yet the discovery has never before 
been made. We wonder what sort 
of a guage is used by the Scott 
Stamp & Coin Company in first 
determining the perforations of 
stamps that are listed in their 
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catalogues. It would seem that a 
matter of such vital importance as 
a correct perforation guage would 
have been taken care of long ago. 
The Scott Stamp & Coin Company 
need to examine their present stock 
of guages and have a new plate 
made that will agree with their 
listings.

THE DAILY PRESS know fact 

among stamp 
collectors that when one of our 
daily newspapers or national mag- 
azines attempts to print something

The Columbus Citizen of this 
city printed a full column on a 
front page section of their paper 
for January 15.

seen Cartoonist Ireland’s picture of 
the Molly Pitcher stamp and would 
have known what it was. Mr. Ire- 
land draws a full page of colored 
pictures on events of local and na- 
tional importance every Sunday for 
the Dispatch. His page is with- 
out question, one of the great news- 
paper pages of the United States. 
In the page of January 6, is pic- 
tured the Molly Pitcher stamp un- 
der the caption, ““‘What did the 
father of our country ever do to 
deserve a blow like this?”

Martha Washington holds this 
honor, her likeness having graced 
the 8 cent postage stamp of the 
issue of 1902. In 1907 Pocahontas 
was pictured on the 5 cent stamp 
issued in commemoration of the 
Exposition at Jamestown. The 
current $5.00 U. S. stamp shows a 
female head and it has been said 
that Mrs. Woodrow Wilson was the 
model for that picture. 
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Colombian Air Mail Stamps 


Stamp collectors of this country 
frequently run into sets of Air Mail 
stamps from Columbian Republic. 
These stamps are not included in 
the Scott Catalog yet they are Air 
Mail Stamps and we believe that 
they are as desirable as any other 
air mail stamps for your collection. 
Information of any sort regarding 
them has always been scarce and 
we have until recently been unable 
to get a story giving the correct 
status of these stamps. While 
studying the United States Postal 
Guide for news and information of 
interest to collectors we stumbled 
on the complete details of these 
stamps and are printing herewith 
the information as given in the 
Guide. 

“Air Mail service between Bar- 
ranquilla and interior points of Co- 
lombia, South America.—There is 
air mail service between Barran- 
quilla and interior points of Co- 
lombia, of which senders in the 
United States may avail them- 
selves. : 

There is a subsidiary air mail 
route between Puerto Wilches on 
the main Columbian air mail route 
and Bucaramanga. 

It is understood that the air mail 
stamps cover the postage charges 
for transmission in the Colombian 
service, including delivery to the 
addressee. 

Articles intended for forward- 
ing via the Colombian air mail 
service between Barranquilla and 
interior points of Colombia should 
have affixed thereto, in the upper 
right-hand corner of the envelope, 
the necessary United States post- 
age stamps and the special Colom- 
bian air mail stamps; and the up- 
per left-hand corner should bear 
the words ‘Via Colombian Air Mail’ 
‘(Correo Aerea)’, clearly written 
in green ink, or ‘green stickers’, 
which will be furnished to the pur- 
chasers of Colombian air mail 
stamps as well as the United States 
stamps. 

Postmaster at the office of origin 
should cancel the Colombian Air 
Mail stamps as well as the United 
States stamps. 

In the case of registered letters 
for transmission by the air mail 
Service in question, it is necessary 
to affix the special 20 cent Colom- 
bian air mail registry stamp in ad- 
dition to the United States regis- 
tration fee. 











Air mail fees, in addition to the 
regular postage are as follows: 

Letters: 30 cents for each 20 
grams (2-3 ounce) or fraction 
thereof. 

Unsealed circulars, printed mat- 
ter, and samples: 15 cents for each 
20 grams (2-3 ounce) or fraction 
thereof. 

Colombian air mail stamps, and 
information relative to the Colom- 
bian air mail service, may be ob- 
tained from the following agents:

We have omitted details regard- 
ing parcel post. Collectors will 
note that by the above arrange- 
ment United States Cancellations 
are authorized on these stamps. 


Air Mail to Haiti 


Foreign Air Mail Route 6 be- 
tween Miami and San Juan, Porto 
Rico, did not include stops and mail 
service to Haiti when started on 
January 7. Announcement is now 
made by the Postoffice Department 
under date of January 14, that 
“delivery of mails at Port au 
Prince, Haiti, will begin by planes 
leaving Miami and San Juan, Jan- 
uary 21.” The announcement 
comes so late that it is likely that 
few collectors will get covers on 


the flight. 


Those New Canadian Flights 


The Postoffice Department of 
Canada, under announcement dated 
January, 1929, gave out informa- 
tion regarding new flights to St. 
John, New Brunswick, and Nova 
Scotia. The complete details of 
these flights were printed in our 
last week’s issue. No other phila- 
telic paper will supply this infor- 
mation to their readers in time for 
them to get into the flights. 

In addition to the information 
printed last week we are able to 
quote from a letter from Mr. G.

The letter 
from Mr. Herring under date of 
January 15, states that the flights 
will last for seven weeks. He also 
states that the flights are under the 
direction of the “Department of 
National Defense.” 


Record Air Mail Shipment 


On January 19, the Willys-Over- 
land Company of Toledo, Ohio, sent 
out in one mailing the largest num- 
ber of letters that have ever been 


sent by air mail at one time. It 
was planned that this shipment 


should leave Toledo on January 17, 
but due to weather conditions, sleet, 
fog and other dangerous conditions, 
the fleet of planes carrying this 
monster load of mail did not leave 
until the 19th. 

The Willys-Overland Company 
are makers of the famous Willy- 
Knight and Whippet Automobiles. 
This monster shipment of air mail 
letters consisted of 700,000 letters 
about the new Whippet car. The 
entire shipment weighed 30,000 
pounds and the letters were ad- 
dressed to 6000 towns throughout 
every state in the Union. At the 
5¢c rate for letters this shipment 
will cost $35,000 in postage alone. 
The cost of the letters including 
the enclosures and the work of pre- 
paring the mail will probably total 
as much more. 

Altogether 32 airplanes were re- 
quired for this single shipment of 
mail, five of them were the giant 
trimotored planes which flew to 
Detroit and Chicago, each carrying 
over a ton of mail. Other planes 
included all other types ranging 
down to tiny biplanes carrying as 
little as 300 pounds. 

Most of this mail is expected to 
be delivered to addressees on Mon- 
day, January 21st. A cover from 
this great shipment would make a 
very desirable piece for your air 
mail collection. Look up a friend 
who owns one of these Willy-Over- 
land Cars and see if you can’t get 
one. 


Mail Was Carried 

We ran a story that Miss Amelia 
Earhart had acted rather disre- 
spectfully to an old man who had 
asked her, in return for hospital- 
ity, to carry some mail on the 
trans-Atlantic flight. If we remem- 
ber correctly, the story said some- 
thing about Miss Earhart turning 
disdainfully upon her French heel. 

Norah Alsterland, who is secre- 
tary to Miss Earhart is aviation 
editor of Cosmopolitan Magazine 
and says that contracts forbade the 
carrying of any mail on the flight. 
There were some letters sent to 
friends of the backers. The crew 
of the Friendship was deluged with 
requests to carry mail. Had they 
consented to carry all mail they 


would have had to overload the 
plane. Consequently none was car- 
ried for outsiders. Miss Earhart 
remembers requests from aged 
Newfoundlanders, but after they 
had explained as kindly as possible 
they couldn’t take any mail, it is 
understood that he took the matter 
good-naturedly. 

“Miss Earhart, when flying, does 
not wear French heels,” concludes 
Miss Asterland. 

Oh, dear, oh, dear, we just can’t 
say anything in the NEWS with- 
out getting a letter right from 
headquarters. However, it is now 
decided that mail was carried.

Porto Rico Air Mail

NUMBER VARIETIES— 
5e AIR MAIL 


By Henry C. De Witt, Jr. 
A. A. M. S. 288 


PLATE 


The recent five cent air mail 
stamp being printed in two colors 
leads philatelists to hope to find an 
inverted center as occurred in the 
twenty-four cent stamp of 1918. 

The two plate numbers and the 
word “TOP” leads us to -ollect 
plate number blocks of six, eight 
or ten. These come only in tops, 
but there is a right and a left 
pane. The left pane having a red 
plate number, a blue plate number 
and the word “TOP” in red; the 
right pane having the word “TOP” 
in blue, a blue plate number and 
a red plate number. The numbers 
on the right pane being preceded 
by the letter “F” signifying fin- 
ished. 

A very interesting error occurs on 
plate No. 19597. This plate being 
of the center (blue), it should have 
the word TOP so that it will print 
on the right pane. The word is, 
however, on the left pane, and 
prints over the red “TOP” on the 
plate used for the border, so that 
the right pane does not have the 
word “TOP” and the left pane car- 
ries it twice, the red and blue print- 
ing being imposed upon the other. 

Another errors occurs on plate 
No. 19605 on which the “F” ap- 
pears with the left plate number.

OWN DEATH STORY 





Among the feature parts of the 
Kansas City Journal-Post is a col- 
umn known as “Galley Three”. 
This column has to do with air mai! 
and the dolngs of the air mail pi- 
lots. Contributions from them are 
printed as well as comments of 
interest to the boys and to the pnh 

Mr. W. C. Black of Kansas City, 
sends a clipping of this column 
from the December 28 issue of the 
Journal-Post and it is worthy of 
reproduction. It will be noted that 
the column contains an account of 
the crash and death of pilot Leo. 
J. McGinn on December 20. McGinn 
flew the mail from Cleveland to 
Chicago. Also note that the Gal- 
ley Three of December 28, 1929, 
contains a reprint from Galley 
Three of November 13, 1928, in 
which McGinn writes the story of 
his own death which occurs a year 
later.
